violent manner forced into a ſhip,and baniſhed the Narion; 


- and all this onely for being :called Bakers, and without 


any cauſcar all-ſhewed them, or the tranſerefſion of any 
law charged upon them. The particulars of the unjuſt pre- 
ceedings againft them,' would be large ty r&ate; for they 
came into the Nation,& were made a bleflingeo us, and the 
Lord wrought mightily by them to che” turning of mary 
from the darknefle to the Light, and from Satans power 
unto God; and their converſation and doftrirte was ſuch 
as truely anſwered the witneſs of God 111 our Conſciences, 
to the Converting ofus unto the right way of God ; and 
we may praiſe the Lordon rheir behalf, who were mace 
unto us Meſſengers of ſalvation, and inſtruments of great 
good unto many,in faithfull bearing the Teſtimony of the 
Lord amongſt us, to the glad tidings of our Souls, But ſuch 
was the rage of the Prieſts againſt them ; that upon their 
Iz ing complaints, by order from the then called Depury | 
H. Cromwell and his Counſel], were apprehended by tie 
bigh Shreife in the City of Corke,and brought up by guards 
of horſe to Dublin, and brought to examination before 
B aj 
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"Her. and his Counſel] ; but no manner of Evill charred 


upon them:though they were committed to theSergeant at 
Armes, and kept priſoners for many dayes, and+unjuttly 
ſent away contrary, toall law and equity; and wichout any 
manner of reaſon ſhevne to them for {ach proceedings; 
who could not be convinced of the breach of ary laiy, nor 
any other thing charged againſt them ſaving chat they 
were the ſervants of God, and thus for the name of 7ejus 
they were perſecured by unrighteous men 3 contrary to 
thelaw of God and of theſe nations ; likewiſe A4nn Gol 
and Fuliana Prowne were allothen baniſhed by order of 
the Counſell of Dzblin, and James Lancaficr and fevera!l 
others of the Servants of the Lord were (by the ſaid coun- 
{ell ) baniſhed and many Miniſters have been haled out of 
meetings,when they have becn declaring the word of truth 
put into priſons and ſhamefully entreated. 

Mary Malin for ſpeaking to the People at Kingſaile, was 
impritoned by the cheif Magiſtrate there Chriſtian Hitch- 
more of Kingſaile was put in Priſon, for ſeeing what the 
people were doing to Edward Cooke and his wife, as they 
were waiting to ſpeak with the Magiſtrate about priſoners. 

The Juſtices of Drogadogh, hath put Wiliam. Hakings a 
Friend in priſon there, and fined him forty pounds for 
ſaying, that Word was not the Scriptures that divided be- 
tween the joynts and the marrow, and words to that pur- 
poſe, and will let none come to viſit him but the Goa- 
er; and the Officers ofthar Pariſh fetched Kobert Evanes 
a Friend in Dublin from a friends houſe upon a firſt day, 
and made him go to Saint Patricks Church, and when he 
came there and ſpoke they put him in priſon, and ſuch 
work they make in Dublin: And about 3 weeks ago ſome A]- 
dermen and Conſtables came co our meeting at Dublin,and 
haled Tho. Loe and Sam.Clarage out of the meeting to Pri- 
ſon, and Captain Rzcþ they carried away, and broke up 
the meeting ; and the ſame day we met again, the Offi- 
cers came and broke up the meeting the ſecond time, and 
carried feven more Friends. to Priſon, and tumbled 
Friends down the fairs, and broke down the —_—_ 
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Room door, and preſt into the room , and broke down 
Timbers that kept up the floor, and plucked .a woman off 
her knees as ſhe was praying, and made an. uproar in the 
Citie, and the next day ſwore before the Mayor ( at the 
Town-Hall) that we had cauſed the Tumult, when as we 
fat quietly in our own hired room : and this work they 
make, and no Juſtice can we get, for moſt of the former 
ſufferings have been laid before the Councel at Dublin , 
and they refer us to the - Judges of Afſize, and the Judges 
of Aſlize reports the matter to the Councel back again, 
and ſo they toſs us up and down, that we cannot get ſo 
much as common Juſtice. amongſt them. Alſo one Phi- 
lip Dymond of Cork had a Pack of Wool taken from. him 

by the Mayor of Cork, upon the fame account of not 
ſwearingto be a Freeman of their. Corporation, though 

he be a Freeman by the Wars : And the Mayor of Cork 
ſent Richard Brockelby a Clothier in Cork , to priſon as a 

Traitor, for having a few Books in his houſe, that apgeher | 
Friend wrote againſt two or three Prieſts which had {po- 

ken againſt thetruth ; this the Mayor of Cork called Trea- 

ſon, and cauſed the mans locks to be broken open, and his 

Books they carried away,and the man notquite freed yet. 


E whoſe Names are here under-written do witneſs, 

tothe Truth of thele things, and much more cru- 
eJties, that have been ated and brought forth þy unjuſt 
Rulers in Ireland, againſt the people of God fiom time to 
time within theſe five yeers, and there is always a conti-
